Germans Have Poured in Bri- 
gades But Are Met With 
Equal Numbers

FROM THE BATTLE FRONT, via 
Paris, Oct, 9.—1:45 a.m.—BQetach- 


ments of cavalry from both sides met 
today on the frontier of Belgium, 
maneuvring for a position to outflank 


each other, The Germans had thrown 
brigade after brigade in front of the 
allies, but they found adversaries 
equal in force. The flanking opera- 
tions are rendered difficult owing to 
the proximity of the sea, and the day 
passed without very serious encoun- 
ters. 

The great plateau near Lille and 
Armentieres fayors cavalry work, 


but further north the ground becomes 
marshy, although it is. interapersed 
with excellent roads, The allied 
leaders appear io be satisfied with 
conditions and ready to meet any of- 
fensive movement by the Germans. 


Some distance further south, near 
Roye, the artillery and infantry fight- 
ing continues ve sharp. At other 
points along the ‘battle line the op- 


posing forces today maintained their 
positions, contenting themselves with 
desultory firing 

While endeavoring to 
succor to the wounded between the 
ines during the course of last night, 
a party of litter bearers belonging to 
the American ambulance, lost their 
direction and approached the Ger- 
man entrenchments, Several Ger- 
man sentries challenged the bearers 
Who lay down and remained quiet 
and later returned safely to the al- 
lied lines

sia. 

Once in Vienna, the Russians are 
expected to have little trouble In com- 
ing to terms with Austria, for the 
Austrians already have complained 
about the lack of German support, 


ind if Russia treats them fairly they 
Will probably decide—so diplomats 
here believe—that encouraging the 
kaiser’s world empire scheme is not 
worth the price. In that Aus- 
tria and Hungary would ‘be considered 
separate nations, which certainly 
would appeal to the Hungarians. Aus- 
tria armies are badly itte 
no that further risistance is doubtful, 
in case Vitnna falls. The capitulation 
ef Austria would open the way to the 
complete investment of the German 
empire, and even the Kaiser abe not 
hope to hold the foe at ba mg oon 
ich a huge front.
